The question of using artificial 
resin generally in

will he approached after training 
of all dentists in the use of this 
new material has been concluded. 
he predicted. 
Scarcity of precious metals in 
present-day Germany often hand­ 
icapped dentists in their work. 
Patients in need of bridge work 
requiring gold w ere often turned 
away if they could not produce 
the quantity of gold needed. In 
numerous cases golden rings or 
other articles of gold were sacri­ 
ficed for dental use.

Consum er cooperatives have not 
m ade as much headway in the 
U nited States as in G reat Britain, 
although they have grown steadily.

Of Democratic Alicantry 
Williams sprang from a long 
line of southern Democrats, p art­ 
ing from his family s traditional 
political aliation in 1893 over the 
gold standard issue. 
He became vice chairman of the 
Republican national committee in 
1921, and was on the executive 
com m ittee from 1912 onward. He 
w as in charge of arrangements 
[ for the national conventions of 
1932 and 1936, and was mentioned 
as successor to Dr. Hubert Work 
as national chairman in 1930. 
W hen discussed as a possible 
appointee as assistant secretary of 
the treasury in 1922 and as secre­ 
tary of the interior in 1928 he in­ 
sisted he had no aspirations for of­ 
ficial position. 
In later years his expressed in­ 
tention to retire from office came 
w ith nearly the same regularity as 
his re-election. In 1936 “draft Wil­ 
liam s” became a stock headline rn 
Oregon newspapers, and petitions 
urging him to retain his post drew

Upheld Popular Cholee 
He contended throughout his

inate Governor Frank Lowden of 
Illinois over Calvin Coolidge, the 
incumbent, and the convention was 
held for two days in a vain a t­ 
tem pt to persuade Lowden to ac­ 
cept the nomination for vice pres­ 
ident. 
Another was 1920 when the Ore­ 
gon delegation made history by 
nominating Coolidge, in a surprise 
move, as running m ate for W ar­ 
ren G. Harding. Senator Lenroot 
of Wisconsin had been proposed, 
and the Oregon group was count­ 
ed upon, to support him until its 
spokesman was recognized by the 
convention chairman. 


-Problem Parents- 
The Willful Type

A willful parent generally knows 
just exactly the sort of child he 
wants to have. He wants a musi­ 
cal child, or an athletic child, or 
a popular child, or a dare-devil 
child. So he sets to work on his 
offspring, trying to remodel the 
child he has in the image of the 
child he w ants to have. 
But real children aren't made of 
modeling clay and tile w illful par­ 
ent soon finds nature has outwit­ 
ted him. 
The 
child 
stubbornly 
clings 
to 
his 
own personality. 
Nevertheless, the willful one, if 
he is a true Problem Parent, will 
persist in his efforts to make the 
child over, with unhappy results 
for everyone in the household, es­ 
pecially the child. 
Suppose the child 
is 
unduly 
sensitive, 
a 
silent, retiring boy. 
The wiJiful parent — and the fa­ 
ther takes this role more often 
than the m o th er-w ants to make 
him into an aggressive, talkative, 
sociable fellow. So he hullys and 
goads him into taking part in 
games he dislikes. When the child 
cries, the father taunts, "Only sis­ 
sies cry." 
He teases him about 
girls. "Go on. walk with the little 
girl. You re not afraid of girls, are 
you?” 
The more he taunts him, 
th'* more sullen the child grows. 
The father says. "The boy's un­ 
manageable, stubborn as he can 
be.” 
W hat the willful parent needs 
to understand is that the sensi­ 
tive, retiring child needs, not ridi­ 
cule. but gentle treatment. 
He 
needs to be gently led out of his 
morbid shyness, into an interest 
in things outside himself. 
Prob­ 
ably hell never be a go-getter, 
but he may well develop traits 
that are even more desirable - 
sweetness of temper, persistence, 
patience, quiet determination. 
The willful parent's best course 
is to stop .shouting and listen to 
the other parent for awhile. The 
other parent probably has been 
begging him to mend his child- 
raising m anners for a long time.

Ancient Teaching Device 
Was Helpful to Students 
The ancient hornbook in form* is 
not a book, though one in name. 
Strictly speaking it is simply a 
prayer, the alphabet and numbers 
to be learned 
It was made of a thin piece of 
board, shaped roughly like a butter- 
paddle, usually four or Ave inches 
long ind two inches or so wide. with 
a sheet of paper or vellum on on* 
side. 
Printed on the paper at the 
top was the alphabet in large and 
small letters. 
Then followed th* 
Lord's Prayer. This is always found 
on the early examples. 
Over the 
whole printed page was a thin sheet 
of transparent yellowish horn to 
keep the paper clean 
Both the 
paper and the horn were fastened 
to the board by a narrow strip of 
metal. TTie handle served for hold­ 
ing during study and also for at­ 
taching to the child's girdle. 
Hornbooks were used to teach 
children their ftrst lessons and grad­ 
ually the name came to signify a 
child’* 
primar. 
Another 
name 
sometime* given them was battle­ 
dore, due to the shape and to the 
fact that hornbooks were often used 
for playing ahuttlecock. 
Hornbooks came into use in the 
middle of the Sixteenth century and 
w ert common until the end of the 
Eighteenth. 
They were made by 
the thousands of wood, ivory, stone, 
leather, brass, copper, and other 
metals, and were so common they 
[ were not ttaug^t worth saving. _

Beachcombers Strike It 
Rich in British War 
LONDON—Beachcombing, which 
in peace time is more a hobby than 
a profession, has become a paying 
proposition under war conditions. 
Some of the lucky ones have been 
able to earn as much as $16 a day 
when 
they have 
been 
fortunate 
enough to strike wreckage from 
some mined vessel. 
There always have been beach­ 
combers in the south—or "sand- 
rats” as they are familiarly called. 
The profession is handed down from 
father to son, and early morning 
sees them walking along the water's 
edge, knowing to a yard where the 
articles dropped on the pier the 
previous day will be washed up, or 
finding small odds and ends washed 
in from vessels. 
But in war days the fishermen can 
hire out their tackle for hauling 
heavy goods from wrecks up the 
shore, or if they tow ashore bales 
of cotton, they are pa.d t‘$4.50 to 
$51 salvage. 
Even the evacuated children at 
the South Coast resorts take a hand. 
And residents willing to take the 
trouble have no difficulty in gather­ 
ing sufficient coal and wood to last 
them a long time.
